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As we observe the history of the Washington Bible College, we are conscious that 
Almighty God has raised up one man after another tb contribute some special ministry 
in its formation and continuation. Among these, who have been used greatly of the 
Lord to shape the destiny of the College, is Irwin H. Linton. 

Since his graduation from the George Washington University Law' School in 1903, 
he has been admitted to practice before the Supreme Court of the United States and 
has maintained a law r practice in Washington over fifty years. 

His active interest in the Washington Bible College and its predecessors extends 
back to the early days of the Bible Institute of Washington of which his father was 
one of the founders. Mr. Linton served this Institute both as instructor ■ and admini¬ 
strator. Upon the combining of the Institutes in 1940, he was appointed to the Board 
of the new Institute and has faithfully served to the present time as a Trustee. In the 
classroom his favorite subject, Christian Evidences, has always been a coveted study by 
Christians who appreciated his mastery of the subject. 

His influence for Christ is nationwide through his many magazine articles and he 
has been in much demand as a speaker on biblical subjects. He is the author of two 
books, The Sanhedrin Verdict and A Lawyer Examines the Bible, ’which have enjoyed 
extensive reading. In addition, he assumed responsibility' of leadership in numerous 
organizations. He was President of the American Board of Missions to the Jews for 
over 25 years; a Trustee of the Sunday School Times for over 30 years; President of 
the Board of the Gospel Mission of Washington, D. C; associated with the Christian 
Business Men's Committee and active as a local church member. 

It is with a sense of deep gratitude to God that we dedicate the 1958 MILESTONE 
to one w ? ho has labored so faithfully through many years for our Lord Jesus Christ and 
in behalf of the Washington Bible College.
